a) CRIMES AGAINST PEACE, via., the planning, preparation, ini* 
tiarioa, respectively conduct of a war of aggression, or a war violating 
international treaties, agreements or guarantees, as well aa participation 
in a Joint plan or conspiracy lor the carrying out of any of the above acta; 

b) WAR CRIMES, via, violation of the laws respectively wages of 
war. Such violations shall include, hut shall not bo restricted to, the 
following acts: murder, maltreatment or deportation to slave abor camps, 
or for any other purpose, of the civilian population of occupied terri- 
tories, murder or maltreatment of prisoners of war or moribund per* 
eons, the killing of hostages, the blunder of public or private property, 
the deliberate destruction of towns and villages, or devastation which 
cannot ho justified with military needs. 

e) CRIMES AGAINST MANKIND, vis-, murder, extermination, en- 
slavement, deportation and other inhuman acts against any civilian popu- 
lation before or daring war, a# well as political, racial or religions per* 
seditions perpetrated in connection with any crime shall represent a 
violation of the domestic le gi sla t i o n of the country in which crimes were 
committed, whether or not the person is still In that country or in an- 
other country. • 

Tho leaders, organisers, instigators respectively accomplices who 
participated in the planning or implementation of a joint plan respec- 
tively' conspiracy with the aim of committing any of the above crimes 
shall be liable for all acts committed by anyone in the carrying out of 
such a plan.
